Ifthe Act is 
designed to curtail drinking it fails, for those 
who want liquor can get it as well with but 
seven hotels ina place as they can with ten. 
The Act then does not curtail drinking, neither 
does its enforcement meet the requirements 
of the travelling public ; it is tien but an 
ornament for admiration and aiding partisan 
ends. At present the Queens, the Brunswick 
and the Edie House are refused licenses, the 
No. allowed by the Act being made up with- 
out them ; but the Grit Board had it in their 
power to discriminate between Conservative 
landlords and Grit landlords and the former 
suffered. Any one knows any one of the 
three houses we have named is a least as good 
a house as the Farmers’ home, they have al- 
ways been at least as well kept, and as much

1. The almost total disappearance of rab- 
bits, and great scarcity of partridges. 
| 2. A great mortality among the beaver 
' last winter. 
| 3. Present scarcity of lyax which will, in 
all probability, continue at least two years 
| longer, us they are affected by the rise and 
| fall of rabbits, 

i 4, The above affects not only the food 
| supply of the Indians, but also their power 
of procuring clothing, ammunition, etc. 

Many of the Indians are almost destitute 
of clutuing, and owing to their small take 
of furs, are unable tv provide themsetves 
| With the necessary clothing and huntiag out- 
| tit for the coming winter. 
| ‘The above scarcity has greatly decreased 

the number of their dogs, (so necessary t 

the Indian for travelling and huntiny), 
| which have perished, thus sericusiy in- 
| creasing the difficulty of obtaining a tiveli- 
' hood, 
The Beavers, who used to have a consid- 
‘erable number of horses, have killed so 
mauy ef them, on account of the scarcity of 
other food, that they now possess very few. 

5. At Lake Athabasca and at some other 
lakes, a great failure of the fall and wiater 
tisheries, 

6. During the winter of 1586-37, between 
the Peace and Athabasca rivers, on account 
of starvation and consequent cannibailis:n, a 
party of twenty-nine Cree Indians was re- 
duced to three, 

In the Mackenzie river district there were 
several cases of death by starvation, and 
| ene or more of cannibalism. 


7. During the last winter, 1887-55, 
amongst the Fort Chippewyan Indians be- 
tween twenty ana thirty starved to death, 
and the deati of others was aecelerated by 
| want of food. 

A party of about twenty Beavers had to 
be conveyed from Grand |Prairic, near 
Dunvegan, Peace Kiver, to Lesser Slave 
lake, to prevent their starving to death. 
Some of them died aiter arriving there. 

Within the perscual knowiedyve of the un- 
dersigned many other Indians, Crees, 
Beavers and Chippewayns, at almost ait 
points where there are missions or trading 
poste, would certainly have been starved to 
death but forthe help tarnished by the 
traders and missionaries at those places, far- 
nished very often et great personal incon. 
venience, 

8. Owing to the above facts recorved, 
and previous mortality a vreat number of 
widows and orphans are le.t without natura! 
providers. 

9. Owing tox strong competition in the 
fur trade, and other causes, the Indians 
cannot look te the Hudson's Bay company 
for help as they used to do. 

In the face of the above facts and witi 
the prospect, at no very distant date,of this 
country forming « valuable and important 
portion of the Sominion; and as we under- 
stand that parliament has already takes 
acuion by granting 4 committee of exgquiry 
on this country and its resources, we would 
respectfully prees on the government the 
urgent necessity of rendering specdy heip to 
the survivors.

Cooling Silk.

Decnuse of this, always have the cans 
ils in which you set your milk com- 
‘r water; if you have no ice, 
nve the cold water enter the cooling 
uni at the top,and let the milk bo un- 
disturbed after being drawn from the 
cow if you wish to make butter. 

If you wish milk at its best for drink- 
ing, it should be submerged at once and 
kept thoroughly stirred or mixed while

Wall 
of one-third of the cistern as high as the 
water is to come, leaving an opening at 
the top fcr cleaning ii out when neces- 
sary. Let the water into the smaller 
apartment and pump out of the larger 
one. 

Still another and even a better plan for 
a large cistern: is to build circular brick 
filter in the center of it, say three feet in 
diaweter and as high as vou want it. The 
water thas is let into the main cistern 
then presses equally on all parts of this 
cirenlar filter, and percolates through it 
fast enough to furnish a supply of clear 
water to be pumped out of the filter in- 
stead of ont of the maia cistern. The 
suction pipe of the pump should go down 
near the bottom of the tilter.
